[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON. Nov. 1.—The_  an- 
nual report of the Adjutant-General of 
the army,. Brig.-Gen. Corbin, to the 
Secretary of War, was made public 
today. Gen. Corbin sums up the mil- 
itary forces now in thé service of the 


United States as follows: Regular 
army, 64,586; volunteers, 34,574; total, 
99,160. The regular establishment 


consists of ten regiments of cavalry, 
seven of artillery, and twenty-five of 
infantry. The volunteer’ establish- 


ment consists of one regiment of cav-. 


alry, twenty-four regiments of infan- 
try and a Porto Rico battalion. 

- The distribution of these troops up 
to October 1 last was as follows: In 
the United States, 34,229; Porto Rico, 
Philippines, 22,315; 
en route fo Philippines, 17,099; Alaska, 
499; Hawaiian. Islands 466. 

Gen. Corbin adds the following to 
“It is ordered that by 
-December 1 next, all the infantry reg- 
_iments, United States volunteers, now 
in the United States will have sailed 
for the ‘Philippines. These with the 
will give a total 
strength of 2117 officers and 63,608 en- 
listed men (an aggregate of 65,725.’’)

The following recommendation’ is 

for extra pay for the officers 
serving in our new possessions: ‘‘The 
pay of all officers below the grade of 
brigadier-general ‘should be increased 
at least 331-3 per cent., while on duty: 

Most 
of these gentlemen shave families that 
they are unable to have with them, and 
therefore are compelled to maintain 
two establishments. Also, that pro- 
vision be made that all officers below 
the grade~oef major-general who retire 
by reason of age or wounds received 
in action, shall do so on the next grade 
above the rank held by them in the’ 
regular army on the date of their re- 
tirement.”’ 

Of the criticism on the staff organ-

‘Much has been written of late con- 
cerning a better staff system. Ours 
may be,“and doubtless is, open to im- 
provements, but it should be borne in 
mind that the present organization is 
the result of years’of legislation borne

the ‘result of disappointment. Seldom 
has there one appeared in print whose 
author has not-been a long-standing 
applicant for a place in one of the 
Staff corps or departments. The sug- 
gestion that our staff officers are not 
experienced in the duties of line of- 
ficers is not borne out by facts.” 

The report dwells on the ¢é¢ourtesies 
shown our troops by the British gov- 
ernment officials, while stopping at 
Gibraltar and elsewhere, en route to 
the Philippines, and says this interna- 
tional courtesy will long live in the 
of both parties. to the 
Spontaneous exchange. 

The report speaks of the unsatisfac- 
tory conditions in Hawaii in relation 
to land for military uses, saying: 
“Sales of government lands and leases 
of crown lands have continued to the 
present time, and there is very little 
of either class left in immediate con- 
trol of the government. Should this 
action be permitted to continue} will 
result in embarrassment to the United 
States. It is urged, therefore, that 
certain tracts be taken without delay 
from the control of the Hawaiian gOV-

and that two be appointed at large 
from each State. 

Satisfaction is expressed that the 
army canteen embarrassment has been 
rag ved from the War Department by 
the action. of Congress in establishing 
*certain restrictions. Recommendation 
is made that non-commissioned officers 
be given additional pay in order to 
attract to these places a worthy class 
willing to stay>»in those. grades, and 
that twenty-five years’ service as an 
enlisted man shall be sufficient to ad- 
mit to the,retired list of enlisted men. 

The condition of the.artillery serv- 
ice, especially ° of the seacoast, the 
report describes as not altogether sat- 
isfactory. ft is believed: that the 
time has arrived when the artillery 
branch of the service should be reor- 
ganized, and the field artillery sep- 
arated from that engaged in the coast 
defense. It is recommended that the 
regimental organization of the artillery 
be abolished, and that a corps of field 
artillery and of seacoast artillery be 
separate and _ distinct 
from each other.

armies between May 1, 1898, and June 
30, 1899, contained in the-annual re- 
of the Adjutant-General of the 
army shows. a grand -total of “10,076 
men. The casualty list alone aggre- 
gates 3454, 6f whom 35 officers and 458 
enlisted men were killed, and 197 offi- 
2769 enlisted men wounded. 

The death. list, numbering 6619, was 
made up of 224 officers and 6395 enlisted 
men. Of this total but 38 officers and 
450 enlisted men were killed, the re- 
mainder of the deaths resulting from 
various causes, including the following: 

Wounds, 10 officers and 192 enlisted 

men; disease, 165 officers and 5344 en- 
listed men; accidents, 6 officers and 209 
men;-drowning, 3_officers and 88 
suicide, 2 officers and 52 men, and mur- 
ders and homicide, 52 enlisted men. 
Inethe regular army the total of 
casualties in action and deaths 
amounted to 4155, and in the volunteer 
establishment to 5921. 

In the casualty list the regulars had 
127 officers and 1656 enlisted men killed 
and wounded, and the volunteers 10% 
officers and 1366 enlisted men killed and 
woundéd.

EXPECTS NO RECOVERY. 


Private Secretary Evans Says it 
Would Cause no Surprise if Mr. 
Hobart Were to Die at Any Time 
Now—Bulletin Issued by the In- 
valid’s Physician.

NEW YORK, Nov. 1.—Vice-Presi- 
dent Hobart spent the most restful 
night that he has experienced in the 
past two weeks. At 7:30 o’clock this 
morning he was still asleep. He fell 
asleep late last night under the influ- 
ence of opiates,.and did not awaken 
during the night. 

Dr. Newton, who has been attending 
him regularly, slept in the house last 
night, so that in the event of another 
relapse, sueh as the Vice-President 
suffered early yesterday andthe morn- 
ing before, he wight ‘pe on@hand: 

Mr. Evans, Mr. Hobart’s private sec- 
retary, said shortly before 8 o'clock 
this*morning that the Vice-President’s | 
condition was more hopeful than it had 


been for the last few days, and again 


acknowledged that his chances of’ re- 
covery were then as nothing, also that 
none of the members of the family nor 
the physicians would: be surprised ff 
he died at any.time now. 

The mémbérs~ of famity did not 
sit up last night, as they have done 1e- 
cently, but all retired early. No calls 
were-made upon them nor upon -the 
servants during the night. Evans de-. 
clined’ to discuss the Vice-President’s 
withdrawal from public life, as stated .

The feature of today’s conference 
was the revelation that the commis- 
sion. ds absolutely unanimous in its 
view respecting the proper line of 
treatment of the islands. 

IT’S SPAIN’S MISTAKE. 
(A. P. DAY REPORT,) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—The posi- 
tive statement is made here by au- 
thority, that Spain does not retain pos- 
session of a single island in the Phil- 
ippine archipelago. 

This is called forth by the declara- 
tion in the Spanish Cortes yesterday 
of the Count d’Almenas, that through 
ignorance the American commisgioners 
had allowed three islands at*the north- 
ern extremity of the archipelago to 
remain under Spanish control through 
their definition in the treaty of the 
boundary of the group. 

There is stated to be no doubt as to 
the sufficiency of the treaty clause to 
cede. the entire archipelago. If there 
has been a failure on this point,. the 
fact will not redound to Spain's benefit, 
for it’is held officially that the islands 
north of the Philippine archipelago 
belong to Japan.

WONDROUS CHANGES IN THE PAST} 


TWO MONTHS. 


Island Crops Rapidly Recovering - 
. from “the Effects of the Terrible 
Hurricanes — Change in Postage 
Rates Welcomed—Extensive Harbor 
Improvements to Be Made.

PONCE (Porto Rico,) Oct. 25.—[As- 
sociated Press Correspondence. Wired 
from Chicago, Nov. 1.], While. com- 
merce and commercial enterprises of 
every kind are waiting for. the United 
States

her, more than a year ago, Nature 
seems to be trying to show how “much 
she can do for this fertile little island, 
and it is, indeed, surprising to ‘be- 
hold the changes she has wrought in 
the past two months. Large _— trees 
that were practically stripped of 
leaves and small branches are now 
as verdant as ever, and yield almost | 
as abundant shade as Ddefore the ter- 


rible hurricane of August 8. Young 
sugar-cane that was broken down and 


accord,~ an 
luxuriantly on account of the de- 
posit, of mud and soil from the moun- 
tains which was washed down on it. © 

It is true the older cane was. 
ruined, but cane that was mature and 
ready to cut was replanted in Nature’s 
own way. Whole fields of such cane, 


or less soil was laid over them. 
Wherever a joint of cane touched the 
soil, or was covered by it, several 
new cane stalks put forth, and a large 
bunch of roots reached from the same 
joint down irto the soil. Thus, prac- 
tically all the mature cane was turned 
into seed cane. and such fields were 
abundantly seeded. Of course, the 
planter loses the time while the new 
.crop grows, but he is saved the labor 
of clearing and preparing the fields 
and replanting the cane. 

Grass grows with great rapidity, and 
today there is grass higher than a 
man’s head, where two months ago 
was a deposit of mud. Grass is never 
cut and cured here as in the United 
States, but s fed green to the horses 
and cattle <ll the year round. It is 
cut by the natives and tied into 
sheaves, and is thus sold daily to own- 
ers of horses and cattle, who do not 
posses pasturage. But nowhere is the 
rapidity of vegetable growth shown 
more clearlt than in the banaaa 
palms. The storm broke them all off 
close to the ground, and yet long, 
green shoots put forth at once—from— 
the center of the old palms, and today 
they are almest as large and perfectly 
formed as ever, but it..would seem 
months yet lefore there will be any 
fruit. |

tage to their commercial interests be- 
come members of the sub-union created 
bythe agreement at Madrid. 
Recommending that the Congress of. 
the United States and all other gov- 
ernments not now possessing a parcel- 
post system, be requested to establish 


j such a system. 


Declaring it to be most desirable that 
as far as practicable, the trade statis- 
tics of all countries should be collated 
for purposes of accurate comparison. 

Requesting the United States govern- 
ment and other nations to consider the 
subject of establishment by the com- 


_mercial nations of the world of an in- 


ternational bureau fdr the collection 
and dissemination of agricultural re- 
ports of the nations as to their cereals. 

Requesting the delegates to this con- 
gress to include in their reports to thetr 
respective governments and chambers 
of commerce a special recommendation 
tending to enlist the active codperation 


| of said governments commercial bodies 


in furthering the ends and objects of 
the Philadelphia Commercial Museum 
and tending also to the creation in each 
country of an international bureau of 
commercial information to operate on 
practically uniform lines as initiated 
by the Philadelphia Museum.

ENT HOSE FUNDS. 
ESTIMATE TOO LOW. 

It developed yesterday that the 
funds available for the purchase | of 
hose were not nearly sufficient to pay 
for the 15,000 feet that the department 
wishes to acquire. At. the present

left of ‘the money derived. from 
$150,000 bond sale, made for the purpose 
of improving the fire department, a 
little over a year ago. 

One of the. engine-houses that was 
to be built Aliso street has not 
yet been beg It is thought that 
this house will cost at least $12,000. 
Twenty-four horses will have to be 
purchased in order to supply the new 
companies. THey will cost at least 
$125 apiece, or $3000. Several of .the 
houses have yet to be wired with the 
electrical. apparatus that is essential 
to the proper working of the depart- 
ment, and this work will cost about 
$2000. At the prices quoted, the 15,000 
feet of fire hose could not be bought 
for much less than $12,000. This makes 
$29,000 of expense, and only $7000" to” 
meet it. 

It is evident from these figures that | 
the amount of hose purchased will 
have to be considerably reduced. The 
horses and the electric wiring are 
necessities that must be had, and as 
these will cost about $5000, only $2000 
will be available for the purchase of 
hose. This sum at the most favorable 
figure would not supply over 3000 feet 
of hose. After consultation, it is 
thought that the funds can in some 
way be eked out so as to supply. at 
least 6000 feet. 

Commissioner Kuhrts now believes 
that the department can get along very 
comfortably, if the amount of hose is 
brought up to 20,000 feet. As there is 
nearly 14,000 feet in the department 
now, this would require about 6000 feet 
additional. Just why the commission 
should “want to purthase’ 15,000 feet if 
6000 feet will answer the purpose has 
not been explained. It is pointed out 
that this amount will give a line of 
hose aggregating 1000 feet to each of 
the sixteen engine-houses, and will 
leave 1000 feet additional for each of 
the four main engine-houses in the 
center of the city.

HOMER LAUGHLIN SUED. 


A. N. DAVIDSON SAYS HE OWES 
HIM MUCH MONEY. 


A Business ‘Agent Who Was Dis- 
chargea Because He Became Annoy- 
ing to Homer Laughlin, Jr.—A Story 


With Two Sides and Both of Them 
Told. 


Homer taenisiite was defendant yes- 
terday in a suit, on trial before Judge 
Mahon, begun by A. N.. Davidson to 
recover $3050, alleged to. be due for 
Services rendered in negotiating sales, 
purchases and exchanges of real prop- 
erty in this city and in supervising 
the construction of the Homer Laugh- 
lin building on. Broadway, between 
Third and Fourth streets. Other 
services were also alleged to have been 
rendered in employing servants and 
obtaining tenants for the building, and 
in paying bills and doing general serv- 
ices for the defendant. 

This work was all done between Oc- 
tober 1, 1896, and July 26, 1898, and was 
worth $3550, it is alleged, no- part of 
which has been paid, except $500. The 
action was brought to collect this sum. 

While ‘the construction of the build- 
ing. was in process, Laughlin is al- 
leged to have approached Davidson 
with the promise of employing him 
agement of the building—keeping it 
ing to the repairs—at a salary of $60 | 
per month, with the understanding. 
that, after the tenants begair to pay 

rent, Davidson should receive a 
monthly remuneration of $150. Rents 
began to come in about July 1, 1898, but 
Davidson was unable to draw his sal- 
ary permanently, for on July 26 he was 
fired, ‘“‘without any cause or excuse 
Whatever,” it is alleged, and never 
taken back. 

In addition to’ a general denial, 
Laughlin answers with his side of the 
story. He says that, at Davidson's 
instance, he hired him to perform va- 
rious services, Davidson acting as his 
agent, -from October 1, 1896, to May 1, 
1897. Part of the services consisted in 
collecting rents, for which he paid him 
5 per cent. grosS as his commissions. 
Other services in the way of supervis- 
ing the construction of a_ two-story 
building and moving a cottage to the 
rear of a lot, and an alleged attempt 
to negotiate a trade of*property on the 
east side of Broadway for property on 


of | the west, which Laughlin says he was) 


compelled to take up personally and 
push to a conclusion, were also ren- 
dered. These services were paid for, 
with the exception of the trade that 
fell through. 

Laughlin admitted that he proposed 
to Davidson to give him $60 a month 
until the big building, was completed 
and thereafter $150 a month “until the 
defendant should take entire charge 
of the building.’”’ On March 9, 18938, 
$500 was paid to his employé under 
this “express contract.” 

The only services, however, that 
Davidson is alleged. to ‘have rendered 
in the construction, of the building 
were ‘“‘as clerk, Messenger and servant 
of defendant,” to carry messages and 
Specific directions to the architect, su- 
perintendent and various contractors, 
and to Work under such directions as 
the defendant might, give him from 
time to time in carrying on his general 
‘business. For these services Davidson 
was to get $60 a month. 

But between July 12 and 26, 1898, 
Homer -Laughlin, Jr., was made his 
father’s attorney-in-fact. Up against 
him Davidson seemed to run imme- 
diately with a shattering bump. “In 
many ways,” says the answer, “he 
caused the son and attorney-in-fact of 
the defendant annoyance and trouble 
in the management of the building, and 
in divers ways worked against the in- 
terests of the building and against de- 
fendant’s interests, and so misbehaved 
and. misconducted himself’ that he 
was discharged on July 25, whereupon 
Laughlin took charge of the _ entire 
management of the building himself. 

Several times thereafter defendant 
alleges that he tendered a balance of 
$429 that he says he owes to Davidson, 
but the latter has always refused to 
accept it. 


METHEVER IS IN DESPAIR. 
SUICIDE FEARED. 

The day following condemnation was 
a long, harrowing one for E. V. 
Methever. Weak and in the depths of 
despair, he spent all his time yesterday 
lying on his couch in the heavy dark- 
ness of his cell.

WIFE AGAINST HER.- HUSBAND. 
RECEIVER APPOINTED. 

The case of Caroline Bumiller- 
Hickey against George C. Hickey was 
up in Judge York’s department yester- 
day on an order to show cause why 4 
receiver should not be appointed to 
take charge of the property fnvolved. 
‘After a lengthy hearing, A. W. Fran- 
cisco was appointed receiver without 
bonds. 

In her complaint Mrs. ‘Hickey avers 
that she is the owner of a valuable lot 
of property on South Broadway, be- 
tween Fourth and Fifth streets. She 
alleges that her husband, with intent 
to defraud her out of the ‘property, 
falsely represented to her that if she 
would convey it to him, it: would be- 
come community property; that he 
could do nothing with it without her 
consent; that upon his death, it would 
be invested in her absolutely; that in 
the event of her death before his, it 
would become vested in him during 
his lifetime and would then go to her 


Bumiller. 

Relying upon these representations 
as true, she executed a deed to the 
‘property to Hickey without considera- 
tion, but on October 16, 1899, she avers 
that she discovered that she had been 
the subject of fraud as practiced by 
her husband to get hold of. her prop- 
erty; dnd she afked the court-for a de- 
cree setting asifle the deed and an or- 
der enjoining defendant from record-. 
| ing the instrument that had been 
placed in escrow and from disposing of 
or incumbering in any way the prop- 
erty involved. 

Hickey tells his side of the story in 
an affidavit filed in the case yesterday. 
He says that the property in question 
was transferred to him ‘for love, and 
affection and for a valuable considera- 
tion consisting of property of the value 
of $20,000 and a mutual agreement to 
convert certain properties inte com- 
munity property.” He denies that Mrs. 
Hickey was forced into the transaction, 
but avers that she did her part of her 
own free will and had the matter un- 


der consideration for three months. 


He states that he was induced to 
dispose of his business in the East at 
a great loss, to come to Los Angeles to 
take charge of his wife’s property. He 
is sure she read carefully the escrow 
deed before it was signed. . 

The property now pays a monthly 
rental of only about $55, and he says 
that Mrs. Hickey not only desired, but 
earnestly requested him to take pos- 
session of the property, manage it and 
put $20,000 of his own funds into it in 
the way of a new building, so that it 
would pay bigger revenues. To accom- 
plish this, Mrs. Hickey, he says, offered 
to deed the property to him without 
consideration, other than love and: af- 
fection, but he declined to accept the 
property as a gift, and agreed to con- 
vey to her certain property of his own, 
by relatives, as community property. 

By the deed given him he feels that 
he is the owner of the property as 
community property and entitled to 
the management and control of It. 
Believing that, unless she were re- 
strained, Mrs. Hickey would proceed 
to collect and take charge of the rents 
and manage the property, he asks for 
the appointment of a_ receiver, and 
Judge York yesterday appointed 
“Andy” Francisco, upon consent of all 
parties concerned.
